He was 
a leader of the Nationalist party 
and upon creation of the republic, 
became its first president in 1 9 2 0 - 
2 1 . Later, he wa s replaced, but 
returned to o ffice in 1 9 2 9 , 1 9 32 
a nd 1 9 38 .

The translations made by Shar- 
haug almost uniformly show in

The I per cent of Norway’s 3,000,- 
»00 population that supports Vid- 
;un Quisling’s regime lives in mor­ 
al fear of the day when the Nazis 
vin be defeated, Skarshaug said, 
iuoting his translations. 
Not so long ago the labor office 
n Oslo was blown up, just as the 
,'azis were preparing to use the 
thee records to round up workers 
or forced labor. Such sabotage is 
oing on all the time in Norway. 
von though the Nazis continue 
heir wholesale reprisals. On rail 
aes, especially, is there consider- 
ible sabotage. Railroad traffic has 
aeon slowed by the sabotage and 
>y removal of much Norwegian 
oiling stock to Germany. 
The Nazis lately have been shift- 
ng 
older 
troops 
into 
Norway, 
sending the younger soldiers to the 
fighting fronts. The older troops in 
Norway are often the butt of jokes 
of 
their own 
compatriots, 
who 
laugh at them because they are 
rather green. 
Surveying 
t h e

wegian picture, Skarshaug finds 
ittle in it that should make Quis­ 
ling feel he has won over Norway 
for the Nazis. 
"Quisling’s state decrees, espe­ 
cially the one ordering the nation’s 
pastors to s e r v e Hitler, have 
evoked fierce opposition," Skar­ 
shaug asserted.

“The Nazis will rn vtr win over 
the Norse in their treatment of re­ 
ligion there, because they simply 
do not understand the Norwegian's 
feeling about religion. The Nor­ 
wegians, who arc Lutherans, prin­ 
cipally, believe fervently in the 
gospel of life after death and that 
a good life will bring them that re­ 
ward. 
"Subservience to the Hitler gang 
runs completely counter to their 
religious tenets. Tin y would rather 
die than have the disgrace of serv­ 
ing a master like Hitler, who to 
them represents an attempt to dei­ 
fy a human being." 
When the state religious decrees 
were handed down, directing the 
Norwegian pastors to serve th* 
Reich, it took great courage by the 
Lutheran pastors to defy Quisling, 
said Skarshaug. First, the minis­ 
ters lost their income (the state 
supports the Lutheran church in 
Norway), and second, great pres­ 
sure was put on them by the Quis­ 
lings and the Nazis to make them 
obey. 
For many pastors it has meant 
a hard existence, yet few vowed 
allegiance to the prosen* rulers of 
Norway. Some of those that did 
agree to take orders from the 
Nazis have since recanted. When 
one 
Norwegian 
pastor 
recently 
qui. the Nazi fold after serving 
under Quisling jor a shor* time, 
some Norwegian patriot groups 
celebrated to fiauit this fact *n the 
Nazis’ face. 
Bishop an Inspiration 
A 
Norwegian 
bishop, 
Eivind 
Berggrav, 59, has been a source 
of inspiration to Norway’s cour 
ageous Lutheran pastors. He has 
been under house arrest since the 
spring of 1942 because of his anti- 
Nazi activities. Because the Nazi 
guards of Bishop Berggrav cannot 
help succumbing to his grace’s 
eloquent anti-Nazi arguments, the 
Germans 
find 
it 
necessary 
to 
change the guards often. 
Those pastors who have served 
the Nazis have tried to hold serv­ 
ices in virtually empty churches 
Many such pastors were never or­ 
dained ministers but were "ap 
pointed” to the cloth by the Nazis 
when Quisling’s gang was unable 
to get more than a handful of pas 
tors to go along with them. 
Significant, according to Skar­ 
shaug, is the fact that the Nor­ 
wegian government-in-exik, with 
headquarters in London, has issued 
a decree permitting capital punish 


ment for traitors, and has drawn 
up list* of persons to be tried after 
the war. Before the war, capital 
punishment was prohibited in Nor­ 
way. 
Little wonder, then, says Skar­ 
shaug, that Quisling recently an­ 
nounced a scries of laws ordering 
the death penalty for persons act­ 
ing in opposition to his adminis­ 
tration, and also set up his head* 
quarters in nn Oslo palace with a ~~ 
heavy guard, i n s i d e and out 
Around the palace, for several hun­ 
dred yards in every direction, al 
houses were destroyed. 
These laws give Quisling also 
the right to declare a state of 
emergency, in parts or in all of 
Norway, even when Norway is not 
at war. and without mobilization 
ut the armed forces. 
In London, members of the Nor* 
we;.; inn government - in - exile say 
those laws are only noisy threats 
of a Nazi stooge, who is desper­ 
ately trying to maintain his power. 
,phe net effect has been that the 
Norwegian rank and file have be­ 
come more determined in thier op­ 
position to Quisling. 
Loot Extremely Heavy 
The Norse have not only been 
under a harsh military rule, but 
also have seen their country thor­ 
oughly looted. In three and a half 
years of occupation, the Nazis have 
drawn out cash and goods worth 
$1,500,000,000, or twice the annual 
income of Norway before the war. 
The Germans, b>* manipulation of 
prices charged for German goods 
sold in Norway, nave also made 
necessities of life much more ex­ 
pensive than before the war. 
Watching their country’s looting 
and seeing some of their Quisling 
countrymen sharing in the spoils, 
the Norwegian patriots, according 
to the government-in-exile, plan 
alter the war to ferret out Nor­ 
wegian profits from collaboration 
with the Nazis. 
Devices to hide 
those profits, by investments in 
property and other things won’t 
help 
the 
Quislings retain those 
profits, it was explained, for such 
mom vs are to be turned back to 
the government. 
For his translations, Skarshaug 
reads the Decorah-Posten (Post), 
oldest Norwegian weekly in the 
United States, and the Dans* Ti- 
dende (Danish Times), edited in 
Chicago by Christ Prix, a leader in 
Danish-American circles. 
A graduate of Luther college. 
Decorah, la., Skarshaug, who is as 
Norwegian as his name, was libra­ 
rian at the University of Cincin­ 
nati until he came to Carroll this 
fall. He learned Norwegian as a 
youngster in a Norwegian settle­ 
ment 
near 
Decorah. 
Later 
he 
studied it in a rural parochial 
school near home. He also reads 
Danish, German and French. 
The Danes, according to Skar­ 
shaug, have warned members of 
the so-called Danish free corps, 
formed in Denmark to fight for 
Germany on the Russian front, 
that there will be no place in Den­ 
mark for them after Denmark Is 
free from German bondage. That 
message, sent through the Danish 
underground, 
terrified 
most 
of 
those who served in the corps, 
Skarshaug asserted.

Gla n d Diso rd e rs 
Few in Children

RECENTLY I delivered « hom­ 
ily on th« value of old-fa« hioned 
remedies, as against try ing out 
some bang new drug or electrical 
treatm ent that is still in the ex­ 
perimental stage.

dropped on his head when very 
y oung and afterwards believed ev­ 
ery thing he read in the Sunday 
papers. That seems to be the atti­ 
tude of the public now that every 
new mold or dy e or concentrated 
vitamin is written up a* a positive 
cure for incurable diseases. 
Especially is this true of parents 
about endocrine products. These 
extracts of the ductless glands 
have been publicized widely as 
being able to change the whole as­ 
pect of the body , mind and soul. 
Pictures in magazines and books 
show dwarfs turned into growing 
children of normal height, fat boy s 
turned into rugged individualists, 
morons into geniuses, and moral 
delinquents into pulpit orators— 
all by some hy podermic injections 
of a little clear fluid pressed from 
a pituitary , a placenta, or an 
adrenal cortex. 


Few True Cases 
Any parent whose child doesn’t 
look like Gainsborough's BLUE 
BOY, or conform to the exact 
figure» for height, weight, fat 
pads, 
and 
hair 
distribution 
is 
rushed to the endocrinologist’s 
office. 
Now I find an article by a con­ 
s e rva tive endocrin olog ist, Dr. 
Richard Wagner, of Boston, who 
attends a large clinic and hospital 
where all kinds of these children 
with alleged developmental de­ 
fects are brought, so that he cer­ 


tainly has experience. And he, 
after y ears of study , has decided 
that only a few, a relativ ely small 
proportion 
are really due to defi­ 
ciency or disorder of the ductless 
giands. 
Most of them are imitations of 
endocrine ty pes— accentuations of 
phy siologic phases of dev elopment 
— transitory states, temporary ac­ 
centuations of constitutional and 
faivlial factors. 
In short, in his treatm ent of this 
great group Dr. W agner believe* 
strongly in the use of a very old- 
fashioned method of treatm ent— 
time. Time, as a very wise man 
said, heals all things. 
Time Affect* Adjustments 
For instance. Dr. W agner has a 
picture of a little fat girl at five 
and a half y ears old. She looks 
very much like a case of retarded 
endocrine development. But care­ 
ful tests—and there are scientific 
terts to determine such things— 
did not show any endocrine imbal­ 
ance. So she was let alone and lo! 
and behold when she was thirteen 
here is a photograph showing a 
nicely proportioned girl 
of normal 
height and weight. Time and N a­ 
ture spontaneously effected th* 
adjustment. 
It happens so many times. The 
fat boy whose contour worries hi* 
parents so — in more than nine 
cases out of ten he will be quite 
average at 2 1 .1 imagine if Dickens 
had written a “Twenty Years Af­ 
ter" to Pickwick Papers, the fat 
boy would have been a lean and 
bustling poor law reformer. 
There are tides in the affaire of 
the endocrine glands. 
Not that in proper cases endo­ 
crine treatm ent is not valuable. It 
is. But every body doesn’t need it 
in order to grow up.
